The compari- 
sons he made were unfavorable to the north 
shore suburb, and he denied that Evanston Is 
in all ways the most healthful city of the 
state 

“Tt is true that we have the lowest general 
death rate of any of the Illinois cities, but 
in many ways we are behind Chicago,“ said

“In Chicago 16% per ‘cont of the children 


under 1 year of age die from ineanitary 
causes, and in Evenston the rate is ine 


to 22 per cent, while in Quincy, a city lying - 


in low lands along the muddy e the 
rate is only 11 per cent. 


Typhoid Fever Rate High. 
“Our typhoid fever death rate is twice as 


great as that of Chicago, partly due, of. 


course, to the terribly insanitary water sup- 
ply and partly to the unscientific treatment 
of garbage and the dusty streets in the city, 
but in most contagious diseases our death 
rate exceeds that of Chicago by almost two 
to one. 

Only one or two of the seven members of 
our incompetent state board have any stand- 
ing among the leaders of sanitary science.

FIREMEN SAVE TENANTS. 


N arrow Escape from Death or 
Serious Injury by Twelve 
Who Are Rescued. 


TF streak? 

Minneapolis, Minn., March 5.—One of tne 
most disastrous fires this city has known 
destroyed today the Syndicate block on 
Nicollet avenue, between Fifth and Sixta 
streets. The loss is estimated at $1,000,00U 
and it is possible that two lives were lost. 
although this has not as yet been determined. 

Twelve persons were rescued from the up- 
per stories while the flames were roaring 
around them. Some of these sustained siignt 
injuries, but nane was seriously hurt. 


Many Call for Aid. 

The origin of the fire is unknown. The 
alarm was given by a passerby. An alarm 
was quickly given, but before the firemen 
had arrived the tenants, who were asleep 
im the upper rooms, began to appear at the 
windows, calling for aid. 

A strong southwest wind was blowing and 
in a few minutes the west half of the buiid- 
ing was a furnace. The entire fire depart- 
ment of Minneapolis was called out, but it 
was inadequate to check the flames. Later 
@ cad was sent to St. Paul for help, and this 
wes furnished. 

Embers Carried Fourteen Blocks. 

The high wind carried embers high over 
the business district and a number of small 
‘fires were started on the roofs of buildings. 
Some of these embers fell fourteen squares 
from the fire, burning awnings and other 
destructible material upon which they fell.

GREAT AID TO SHIPPER. 


| Railway Rates Will Be Kept Down by 


Means of Competition. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., March 5&—[Special.}— 
The project of a ship canal from Chicago to 


| Toledo, Ohio, by way of Ft. Wayne, Ind., for 


the purpose of shortening the all-lake ship- 
ping route and of increasing water competi- 
tion with the railroads, is to be vigorously 
pushed at the extra session of congress 

Representative Davidson of Wisconsin, 
who was the chairman of the committee on 
canals in the last congress and will be a mem- 
ber of the committee in the new Democratic 
house, will submit the results of his investi- 
gation establishing the feasibility of the plan 
from a physical and economic point of view. 

The growth of commerce on the great lakes 
and its effect in reducing freight rates are set 
forth in a brief submitted to the committee 
by Ralph G. Plumb of Manitowoc, Wis. 


Rates Vary with Seasons. 

No further example is needed.“ he says, 
than the fact that the freight rates east and 
west always are lower in the summer, when 
eaid shipments can be made by lake and rail, 
than they are in the winter, when such a 
routing is impossible. As soon as navigation 
closes, it is announced that freights must go 
up, and a corresponding decline takes place 
in the spring as soon, as the ice meits from 
the rivers and straits. 

But not only does the lake competition 
have an effect on rates each year but ſt also 
has had a part in the gradual reduction of 
freights throughout long series of years. 
Naturally the cost of transportation has be- 
come less and less from other causes, but the 
increasing carrying capacity of lake steam- 
ers and their greater certainty and efficiency 
of transit has had a lasting éffect in reducing 
the level of rates. 

Ot course, this movement has reacted to 
the detriment: of the carriers themselves, 
since rates have in some yeais been so low 
that the lake lines could scarcely make ex- 
penses, and many were obliged to suspend 
operations.“ 

Tells Progress in Canada. 

The Canadians, Mr. Plumb says, are more 
scientific in improving harbors and con- 
structing dock systems on the great lakes. 

“In the first place,” he says, it is to be 
noted that the government purchased most of 
the private and municipal works in order to 
begin a uniform and consistent system of 
improvement upon them Secondly, we note 
the particular activity of wharf construc- 
tion and improvement which has been carried 
on extensively, something seldom seen in 
the United States under other than indi- 
vidual or corporate management. Many 
werehouses have been erected on the gov- 
ernment wharfs, and large graving docks at 
Kingston. ‘ 

“A third feature is the distinction made 
in government reports and in the work of 
actual improvement between dredging and 
harbor construction proper. Seperate appro- 
priations and accounts are kept for these 
two activities, and in the carrying out of the 
dredging the government has come toemploy 
its own large machines.

Proposition to Double Track the

New York, March 5+—[(Special.]-When 
President R. 8. Lovett announced early in 
the year that the Union Pacific proposed to 
double track the system, and estimated that 
the cost would be approximately $75,000,000, 
it was assumed that the purpose was to 
double track the entire system. But this 
double tracking will be confined to the main 
line from Omaha to Oakland, Cal, which 
| is inclusive of the old Central Pacific from 
Ogden, Utah, to Oakland, and also the line 
‘from Granger, Wyo., to Portiand, Ore., 
which formerly was known as the Oregon 
Short Line,* but which now is operating 
under a new name—the Oregon-Washington 
Railway and Navigation company. 

Mr. Harriman never was able fully to 
match James J. Hill or overmatch him when 
it came to the acquisition of territory. That 
was probably due to the fact that Mr. Hill 
has perfected an organization somewhat dif- 
ferent from that established by Mr. Har- 
riman. 


Hill and Harriman Compared. 
Each one of the constituent railway com- 
panies under the authority of the Great 
Northern maintains a president exactly as if 
it were an independent line. This has made 
it possible to secure more prompt action, to 


cial advantages to a railroad of any propo- 
sition, than Mr. Harriman’s organization, 
which was made up of vice presidents under 
him, compelled to report to him and his exec- 
utive committee at New York, was able to 
secure. \ 

One illustration may be sufficient to prove 
this. The beet sugar manufacturers of Colo- 
rado determined some years ago to estab- 


line of the Union Pacific, one on the line of 
the Burlington, and one on the line of an- 
other railroad closely affiliated with the Bir- 


lington. 

It was easy to make almost instant ar- 
rangements for sidetracks, switches, and

Battle Settled by a Truce. 

This facility of swift action made it possi- 
ble for Mr. Hill to maintain his opposition 
to Mr. Harriman’s purpose of extending 
hig Union Pacific railroad from Portland to 
Seattle. That battle was settled by a truce 
and the establishment of a community of in- 
terest, which mede it unnecessary for Harri- 
man to build into Seattle hh giving him an 
f entrance into Seattle. 

Mr. Lovett bas been president of the 
Union Pacific Railroad company a little over 
a year. When he became the successor of 
E. H. Harriman he faced embarrassments 
and difficulties such as no other railroad 
president ever found awaiting him upon his 
accessionn to office. His position was like 
that of one who attempted to govern France 
after Napoleon had passed away. 

Mr. Harriman was the absolute autocrat of 
his system, dominating completely his execu- 
tive force. He mastered his executive board 


upon his authority. 

The executive board knew that Mr. Lovett 
was trained under Mr. Harriman and was 
familiar with such of his purposes as related 
to the Union Pacific. He was, therefore, so 
far as information was concerned, compe- 
tent to take up the work wake Mr. — 
laid down. 

Methods of Lovett Seeed. 

The question was, when he became pregi- 
dent, whether he would be disposed to adapt 
the same autocratic methods which édistin- 
guished Mr. Harriman, or whether he would 
seek perfect cobperation with his é@xecutive 
board. In the year that has passed since 
Mr. Lovett became president of the Union 
Pacific, he has demonstrated himself to be 
the possessor of a tact which was not ons of 
the gifts of B. H. Harriman, of a disposition 
to recognize the common human nature 
Wich is quite as strongly manifested. in 
an executive board as anywhere else. |

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BASED ON THE ALABAMA ACT. 


Many States, Including Illinois, Take 
8 Up Proposition. 


Fire insurance company managers and of- 
ficials are considerably 
number of bills introduced in the legislatures 
of many states which are based on the 
Alabama 25 per cent penalty law that has 
been held constitutional by the United States 
Supreme court. This law provides that it 
fire insurance company is a member of any 
tariff association, in addition to the actual 
lose, 25 per cent more could be added and had 
to be paid by the companies. /¢ 

The decision attracted much attention and 
dills including the features of the Alabama 
law have been introduced in states all over 
the country, including Illinois. The senate 
of North Dakota passed such à bill, but it 
Was indefinitely postponed in the house be- 
fore it adjourned. The North Dakota bil! 
provided for the 25 per cent ‘penalty if a 
company was a member of any tariff asso- 
ciation anywhere in the world. It further 
provided that a claimant_need not file proofs 
of loss nor give notice of loss. He couid 
bring sult at once and need not submit to 
arbitration. \ 

As scon as it became known that the North 
Dakota senate had passed the bill fire under- 
writers were alarmed as to the possible action 
of the house. . 

The features of this bill are so drastic that 
bad the legislature passed the bill most of 
the companies would heve withdrawn from 
the state, leaving the people without insur- 
ance protection. In fact, anticipating that 
the house might pass the bill, the Chicago 
managers planned to take immediate action 
and get out of the stata They felt that they 
could not afford to expose their companies 
to so great danger. Some companies not only 
proposed to retire from the state but to can- 
ce! all their policies and pay back the un- 
earned premiums. 

While the 25 per cent penalty measure was 
defehted, or rather failed of passage in its 
first serious consideration in a northern legis- 
lature, fire underwriters anticipate its return 
and declare that they will have to make an 
example of some state in all probability, if 
such e law passes.
